In Favor of a Sea Level 


Canal Across Panama 


DISTURBS ADMINISTRATION 


THE SENATE ON WEDNESDAY PASSED 


THE IHIIGHATIOR BILL 


Tariff Speeches Were Made in tbe 


Boose l»y landls and 


Hill lams, 


Washington, May 24.—The admin- 


istration, which -is committed to a 
lock canal across the isthmus of Pan- 
ama, is disturbed by the growing senti- 
ment in tho senate in favor of making 
the proposed canal appropriation 
afp 


pftcable only to the construction of a 
sea level canal in accordance with the 
majority report of the senate com- 
mittee on canals. 


President Roosevelt freely discussed 


the subject with the senate leaders, 
who called at the white house, and ap- 
parently he is much concerned as to 
the outcome. As a result of the presi- 
dent's inquiry an attempt was madfe 
to ascertain how the senate stands en 
the question of canal type. There were 
too many absentees to make an effec- 
tive poll, but it was learned that sev- 
eral senators who had been counted 
upon to support the 
administration 


program will vote for a sea level canal. 


Thus far no canal bill has been per- 


fected and the contest is likely to 
be precipitated by an attempt on the 
part of the advocates of the sea level 
type to declare that the appropriation 
for eanal purposes ^hall be used only 
for purpose*1 of a one level waterway. 
Advocates of the lock type, in order 
td win-their jipint, will not have to 
pass a lock canal bill, but will have to 
defeat any effort to define the manner 
in which the canal 
appropriation 


shall be expended. 
Secretary Taft 


has informed the senate that if the 
type of canal is not determined by 
congress the president will not hesi- 
tate to proceed with tha plans for a 
lock canal recommended by the minor- 
ity of the board of consulting en- 
gineers. 


Officials charged with the direction 


of canal affairs believe that the house 
is in accord with the administration 
program for a lock canal for the rea- 
son that it would cost much less and 
take far less time to build than would 
be required for the sea level canal. 
With the two houses at odds it ap- 
pears that the administration plan 
must be successful, as the president 
was informed by senate leaders that 
congress would not be held long in 
session to contest the question. 
In 


view of the fact that there are no 
political questions involved it is not 
believed that against pronounced op- 
position ^from the house, or even a 
determined fight in the senate, a ma- 
jority in the latter body in favor of 
the sea level project easily could be 
maintained- 


Tariff Speeches. 


Some time ago Congressman Rainey 


(m.) 
made a 
carefully prepared 


speech on the watch trust, asserting 
that watch manufacturers of 
tne 


United States had one price for 
watches at home and a lesser price 
abroad. In the house today Charles 
B. Landis find.), in a sense, answered 
Mr. Rainey, frankly admitting that 
American manufacturers had one price 
at home and another abroad, and Le 
defended the practice as in accord 
with good business methods, insisting 
that all countries sold their wares for 
less prices abroad than at home. Mr. 
Landis also paid some attention to a 
speech made by Bonrke Cockran 
(N. T.), wherein the latter denounced 
the policy of protection as one of 
plunder, fountain square of all corrup- 
tion and tbe cause of total demoraliza- 
tion of thp American republic.

tion concerning the different sections 
of the country to newly-arrived immi- 
grants. The bill consists of a series 
of amendments to the existing law, all 
of them intended to permit stricter 
regulations sfor keeping out the defec- 
tive classes of aliens.

Concerning 
Stockholdings

Companies by Railroad Officials. 
Philadelphia, May 24.— Further rev- 


elations concerning stockholdings in 
soft coal mining companies by officials 
of the 
Pennsylvania railroad were 


made when the interstate commerce 
commission resumed its investigation 
into the alleged discrimination by 
railroads in the distribution of cais. 
Three high officials of the railroad, 
First Vice President John P. Green, 
Third Vice President Samuel Rea and 
William Patton, assistant to the presi- 
dent at Philadelphia, were the im- 
portant witnesses. Mr. Patton was an 
unwilling witness. 
The 
persistent 


questioning of attorneys, however, 
brought out the fact that Mr. Patton 
has acquired stock, the par value of 
which ia $370,000, in various coal com- 
panies without cost to himself. He 
explained, however, that he had signed 
notes obligating himself for his share 
of the losses and declared his belief 
that it was proper for him to accept 
the stock under the stated conditions. 
Vice President Rea recited a state- 
ment to the commission in which he 
explained all of his stock transactions, 
stating that he did not believe he was 
debarred fiom such ownership because 
of his connection with the railroad 
company. Mr. Rea said that most >l 
his stock was acquired through his as- 
sociations with land purchasing syndi- 
cates which took up the coal prop- 
erties for development- Vice President 
Green said he did not own a dollar's 
worth of coal company stock. Other 
witnesses lesttfied to stock ownership 
and to discrimination in the distribu- 
tion of cars.

Tboie Tnat AT* tlmefnl For Beaotify- 


~ 
In* Verandafl and Fenc«*. 


Not alone may the veranda be beauti 


fled with vines. The wall of a. brick or 
stone house may be given a living coat 
of ^reen, which will be a joy to the 
lover of nature. The Boston ivy and 
the Virginia creeper, two vines known 
through America, -cling to walls with- 
out support, and so are especially use- 
ful for this purpose, says the Boston 
Traveler. The former is not as hardy 
as the latter, but in the middle and 
southern laJtndes'it succeeds well and 
forms a beautiful mass against a wall. 
The Virginia creeper is perfectly hardy. 
It will hide ugly stone fences, outbuild- 
ings and dead trees, transforming them 
into things of beauty. 


The rapid growing Tirgin's bower la 


an excellent vine for a veranda, giving 
a dense shade. It presents a snowy 
bank of star shaped white flowers of 
delightful fragrance, -which last for 
several weeks. A companion variety, 
Clematis coeclnea, has rose colored 
flowers which resemble half closed 
rosebuds from a distance. 


The wistaria is a good vine for a 


trellis, but Is somewhat coarse for 
most verandas, being better suited for 
the rustic house or pergola, where its 
delightful purple flowers hang in grace- 
ful profusion. The crimson rambler 
rose vine Is perhaps one of the surest, 
hardiest and most satisfactory 
of 


vines, admirably suited for the veranda 
or almost any oth« place. It grows 
rapidly and blooms in great abundance. 
Bittersweet is an excellent vine of rich 
foliage, which becomes highly colored 
In the autumn and is often followed 
by a mass of scarlet fruit, which hangs 
for a long time.

HITS BACK 


Challenges Statements Made Recently 


by Secretary TafL 


WRITES CANAL COMMITTEE 


Claims War Secretary Would Not Dare 


Repeat Statements Face to Face 
and Alleges Breach of Confidence on 
the Part of Governor Magoon—A 
Synopsis of the Letter. 


Washington, May 24.—In a letter ad- 


dressed to Senator Millard, chairman 
of the committee on "inter-oceanic 
canals, and written in reply to Secra-. 
tary of War Taft's recent testi- 
mony before the committee, Former 
Chief 
Engineer 
John 
F. 
Wallace 


charges Secretary Taft with having 
abused his official position in order to 
make a second assault ucon him and 
to place in & public record statements 
"calculated and apparently intended to 
affect my reputation lor veracity, such 
as he, would not make to me as one 
man to another, face to face.'" He also 
imputes to Governor Magoon a breach 
of confidence in having advised him to 
take a certain course of action and 
then anticipating it by secretly writing 
to Secretary Taft. 
While expressly 


stating that he bears no ill will toward 
William Nelson Cromwell, Mr. Wallace 
speaks of the bias of Secretary Taft 
in favor of that gentleman and says 
that Secretary Taft was aware that 
Mr. Cromwell, among other things, 
was to secure the-payment by the 
United States of an improper claim 
which, hovever, was afterward disal- 
lowed by ihe president. 


Mr. Wallace calls attention to the of- 


ficial report of Governor Magoon, "now 
first presented by Secretary Taft," on 
conditions existing on the -"isthmus 
during the months of May, June and 
July, 1905, which he says was not 
asked for or written until his (Wal- 
lace's) testimony before the committee 
had Tjeen 
printed, "which indicate* 


that it was prepared to offset testi- 
mony." He therefore asks the com- 
mittee to put in the record all tele- 
grams and reports, since "Secretary 
Taft has gone so far as to make public 
personal and confidential correspond- 
ence on this subject." 


The letter denies the accuracy of the 


statement dictated by Secretary Taft 
and Mr. Cromwell of the conversation 
between the three at the Manhattan 
hotel, 
New, York, particularly that 


part wherein he says he is credited 
with criticising Colonel Gorgas, chief 
sanitary officer of the isthmus. He de- 
clares that his remarks were mainly 
the views of Governor Magoon and 
were so stated. After reiterating his 
former, statements that financial "rea- 
sons were not the cause of-his request 
to be relieved and that his desire for 
proper authority and nqn-interferenca 
with the conduct of the work was not 
due to personal ambition, Mr. Wallace 
makes the statement that, "at no time 
did the thought ever occur to- rae to 
hold up Secretary Taft for any other 
additional authority or compensation.'' 


Mr. Wallace concludes with a quota- 


tion from President Roosevelt's "mtick 
rake" speech, in which he spoke, of 
gross and reckless assaults on char- 
acter and adds: "Despite the labored 
and sustained effort upon the part of 
Secretary Taft to impugn my motives

WORTHY OF EMULATION. 


Excellent Work In Spokane la Aid 


of Civic Ad^nnc«ment. 


The plan recently tried in Spokane, 


Wash., to beautify the town might be 
tried in any community to good advan- 
tage. The mayor proclaimed a special 
Arbor day and "cl»anmg up day," 
and never before ^as there such a 
concerted and general movement in 
any American city to make it both 
cleanly and beautiful. Spokane's "city 
beautiful"' 
committee accomplished 


more than it ever expected would be 
possible and met with a remarkable 
response from all classes of citizens. 


Most wonderful of all is the fact 


that not one dollar was raised or used 
for the work, all being done by volun- 
tary service. Probably 40,000 people, 
or half the entire population, some time 
during the day took a hand in the 
cleaning and tree planting movement. 
Public offices closed, business men 
closed their places, and even the doors 
of the banks were not opened all day. 
Bankers could only be found in their 
yards, cleaning or planting trees. 


Besides the city' beautiful commit- 


tee, consisting of a dozen leading citi- 
zens, the cleaning day committee and 
tree planting committee co-operated in 
the work.

About 
midway between Newark and Hebron 
Iher are a number of sharp 
curves. 


Turning the first o^ie of these the car 
was given a considerable jerk and it 
is said the motorman turned to the 
women in the front of the car and 
said, "How do you like that?" They 
told him that they did not like it and 
that he was running too fast.
